Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on January 16, 2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 38 - 100 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to independent claim 38, the prior art of record fails to teach a device for 
measuring radiant energy comprising: 

wherein the substrate surrounds the carrier and is mechanically joined to the substrate by 
a suspending means, the carrier being mobile relative to the substrate, and being able to move 
along a horizontal plane in parallel to the carrier. 

With respect to independent claim 75, the prior art of record fails to teach a device for 

measuring radiant energy comprising: 

a substrate including reading means for reading the electric signals, the carrier being 
mobile relative to the substrate, the reading means being deformable. 
With respect to independent claim 97, the prior art of record fails to teach a device for 
measuring radiant energy comprising: 
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wherein the substrate surrounds the carrier and is mechanically joined to the substrate by 
flexible rods, the carrier being movable relative to the substrate along a horizontal plane in 
parallel to the substrate. 

With respect to independent claim 99, the prior art of record fails to teach a device for 
measuring radiant energy comprising: 

wherein the carrier is movable relative to the substrate, and the connection pads are 
deformable.
